AIDING LAND-BUYERS. 


The Southern Pacific Reduces Its Rate of Ine 
terest to 6 Per Cent. ‘ 
By Telegraph to The Times, 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 9.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The rate of interest on de- 
ferred payments in the case of land 


} sold by the land department of the 


Southern Pacific Company will hence- 
forth be reduced to 6 per cent. This 
refers not only to contracts made on 
or after April 9, 1894, but, on certain 
conditions, to outstanding contracts. 
In regard to the latter pfivilege, the 
paying up of 10 per cent. of the prin- 
cipal is the condition required under 
which the rate of interest on the bal- 
ance will be 6 per cent. To illustrate 
the case: If owes a_balance of 
$1000 and his interest of 7 per cent: falls 
due next September, he may pay $170 
at that time, being 10 per cent. of the 
principal and $70 interest, and his ac- 
count will then stand $900 due at 6 
per cent., or $54 per annum. 

The announcement affects contracts 
amounting to over $2,150,000, and refers 
to all lands sold by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, whether through the 
Pacific Improvement Company or in 
Oregon. This will affect about 2000 
purchasers of land in various parts of 
this State and Oregon. When the land 
department was formed in 1864 the rate 
of interest on deferred payments was 
10 per cent. In 1890 the rate was low- 
ered to 7 per cent., outstanding con- 
tracts, however, being allowed to work 
themselves out at the original rate. 
The order reducing the rate to 6 per 
cent. was made by C. P. Huntington 
today. He does not pretend that the re. 
duction is made from purely philan- 
thre pic motives, but he desires to aid. 
land-holders to as speedy development 
of their holdings as possible, as the 
more rapidly land is brought under cu)- 
tivation the more freight there will be 
to handle. 


SAN JOSE SCALE. 


The Agricultural Department to Take Action 
Against It. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The Agri- 
cultural Department will issue in a 
few days a bulletin on the San Jose 
scale of California, considered the most 
serious parasite with which California 
fruit-growers have to contend. Active 
measures will at once be taken. by the 
department to destroy insects in all 
localities where they may be found. 
Great damage to fruit-growing inter- 
ests is anticipated by the department 


if the scale is allowed to spread. 


The State Board of Agriculture, aided 
by the Agricultural Department, has 
just completed a.series of fumigating 
cperations in Virginia which are be- 
lieved to have destroyed it in that lo- 
cality.

Judges Miner and Merritt signed a 
mandatory restraining order on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad restrdining 
them from keeping or allowing fhe in- 
dustrial army brought by the said rail- 
road company “unlawfully in said Ter- 
ritory,’’ and ordering them all back 
into the twenty-sevem box-cars, or from 
keeping any portion @f the army in the 
cars any longer in the Territory than 
is absolutely necessary to haul them 
away. This means that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad must at once carry 
the army back from ,whence it came. 
It is impossible to agcertain whether 
the company will comiply with the or- 
der tonight, in the m@rning, or at all. 

It is stated that United States Mar- 
shal Brigham will enforce the order

The order of the court con- 
cludes: the said Marshal 
hereby further ordered to call to his 
assistance as deputies or as a _ posse 
commitatus all the necessary aid for 
duly executing this order.” 

RENO RECRUITS. 

RENO (Nev.,) April 9.—‘‘Gen.” Kelly, 
of the industrial army, passed through 
this. morning en route. to Ogden.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—SENATE.— 


The proceedings in the Senate today 
from the opening to the closing of the 
session were full of interest. The first 
in point of time was the swearing in of 
Mr. Walsh as the Senator from Geor- 
gia, to serve out the term of the late 
Senator Colquitt. 

Two resolutions intended to facilitate 
debate on the tariff bill were introduced, 
one by Senator Mills providing for an 


“amendment to the rules so as to per- 


mit of the previous question, and the 
other by Senator AJlen providing for 
the taking of the final vote on the 
bill on June 5, allowing three days for 
debate under’ the five-minute rule. 
Both went over until further action. 
The Wolcott resolution, looking to 
the coinage of Mexican dollars for the 
China trade was discussed, but action 
on it was deferred until tomorrow. It 
provides for the negotiation of a treaty 
with Mexico allowing the coinage of 
Mexican dollars at’ Urited States mints 

Senator Wolcott addressed the Sen- 
ate in support of the resolution, which 
he asserted “mot ‘touch or affect 


the general auestion of bimetallism; } 


that it was simply a suggestion to a 
friendly sister republic that our idle 
mints in the West Should be in opera- 
thon on the coinage of silver which would 
be put in cireulation in the Orient. 
Such a proposal, he said, could not 
have, been made if there had been 
mo favorable legislation, but the 
veto of the signiorage bill left them 
free to act on the resolution. While 
the seigniorage bill was utterly im- 
portant, the, lesson of its veto was in- 
valuable. It was important because it 
provided simply for the coinage of sil- 
ver without awaiting any provision for 
future production of silver. , 

During the discussion of the repeal 
bill last summer men had risen in both 
houses of Congress and avowed the 
undying friendship of the President for 
silver, asserting that as soon as the 
infamous Sherman law was pushed 
aside the first opportunity which pre- 
sented itself would be seized for the 
introduction of a bill in favor of sil- 
ver, for which the President would 

“If one thing was made clear by the 
veto,’”’ asserted Senator Wolcott, ‘‘it 
was that the President is an active, 
consistent and implacable enemy of 
silver. He has been consistently reti- 
cent and never pretended to be anv- 
thing else than an opponent of silver, 
and he had the friendship of the truse 
companies and moneyed interests, in 
whose nostrils the word ‘silver’ has 
been a stench.”’ 

In some sections of the country the 
idea seemed to prevail that the Pres- 
ident was infinitely better than his 
party, and the people in those sec- 
tions seemed about to share the Pres- 
ident’s contempt for the Democratic 
party, by universallv voting the Re- 
pubtican ticket. (Laughter.) For his 
own part, he declared, he should op- 
pose anything less than the free and 
untimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 15% or 16 to 1. During the 
“unfortunate” administration, he said, 
he did not intend to favor any half- 
heerted measure, which did not look 
to the reinstatement of silver. If it was 
not necessary to’ issue bonds the 
men of the country meet the question 
like men. He, for one, did not need 
a sop in the shape of a little si'ver 
bill thrown in to induce him to give 
the Secretary of the Treasury a right 
to issue bonds for a definite purpose. 
The resolution was introduced and sup- 
ported because it had no connection 
with bimeta‘lism. 

Senator Sherman said he saw no 
objection to the resolution. and that 
if afrangements could be made to earry 
it out, $100,000,000 of silver might be 
usetully employed. 

Senator McPherson opposed it, and 
at his request the resolution went over 
until tomorrow. 

A. little, stir was made by an effort 
on the part of Senator Harris to ob-’ 
tain an earlier hour of meeting, and

tion to hurry its consideration in the 
Senate.” 

‘Senator Quay and Senator Aldtich 
spoke in the same vein, and finally 
Senator Harris made a formal motion 
that on and after tomorrow, until oth- 
erwise ordered, the Senate meet at 11 
o'clock.

The speech of Senator Hill today was 
chiefly devoted to an extensive and bit- 
ter attack on the income-tax feature of 
the Wilson bill.

omy in governmental expenditures, and 
the exaction of a higher official stand- 
ard in the execution of public trusts; it 
demanded a more safe, dignified and 
consistent foreign policy; and it con- 
demned that abuse or perversion of the 
taxing power of the government which 
is known as the policy of protection for 
protection’s sake alone, and declared in 


favor of a tariff for revenue.” 


He then took up the foreign policy of 
the administration, saying: “It is not 
denied that some mistakes have oc- 
curred. Our foreign policy, especially 
that relating to Hawaii, it must be ad- 
mitted, has not met the expectations of 
the people. A sense of humiliation pre- 
vailed when the project for the restora- 
tion of a deposed monarch was unfolded 
by the administration, and gratification 
ensued when its abandonment or failure 


was -reluetantly announced, influeneed— 


largely by an aroused public sentiment. 
That unfortunate contemplated policy 
was a blunder, and a blunder is some- 
times worse than a crime. It was, how- 
ever, the natural consequence which 
might well have been anticipated from 
that other mistake in placing the De- 
partment of State in charge of a Repub- 
lican statesman, distinguished and esti- 
mable though he may be, whose views 
have always been identified in oppose 
tion to the Democrati¢e party, who was 
without sympathy.for-its traditions and 


purposes, and whose political convictions - 
upon the disputed public questions of - 


the day, if changed at all, are carefully 
ecnceaied. 

“It is to be regretted that the Presi- 
dent should not have been able to find 
in his.own party some honored states- 
man in whom he and his party could 
have placed confidence, one of Demo- 
cratic instincts and training, whose 
managemént of foreign affates <would 


have reflected credit upon the country — 


and would have avoided the promulga- 
tion of an un-American policy, a de- 
parture from Democratic precedent 
which was sought to- be forced upon 
an unwilling people.

affairs. In other respects the present 
administration of our government af- 
fords scant grounds for just criticism.”

Several readers of The Times have 
strongly indorsed the remarks which 
we offered a few days ago on the sub- 
ject of the trade of Kern;and Tulare 
counties. Those counties feel very 
kindly toward Los Angeles — much 
more so than they do to San Francisco, 
for which city, indeed, none of the San 
Joaquin Valley people. have a great 
amount of affection or repect. The peo- 
ple of Kern and Tulare counties are 
more than willing to trade with us— 
they are anxious to do so if we will 
give them a chance, and many. of them 
express surprise that Los Angeles mer- 
chants do not push out more in that 
direction. 
ceedingly rich in natural resources, 
While it is true that the climate there 
‘during the summer is not so pleasant 
as that of Los Angeles county, the soil 
is unexcelled’ anywhere in the State, 
and yields, under irrigation, most won- 
derful crops, which must be seen to be 
‘believed. The growth not only of al- 


 falfa and grain, but also of all varieties 


of deciduous fruit trees, is marvelous 
in the extreme, trees that are not more 
than two years old presenting the ap- 
appearance of those that are more than 
twice that age. The water supply of 
these two counties is magnificent and 
‘has been largely developed for irriga- 
tion purposes, yet what has been done 
so far is really but a beginning—an in- 
dication of what is yet to come. That 
these counties are destined to be two of 
the most thickly-populated counties of 
the State there can be no doubt. They 
are now in the formative period of 
growth and this i8 just the time for 
Los Angeles to get in and capture the 


are beginning to wake up to the grow- 
ing importance of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley trade and if our merchants are neg- 
ligent or indifferent they may. find that 
they have lost a good thing when it 
was too late. 
The natural advantages of Los An

to the northern boundary of Sonora, 
mnd the eastern boundary of Fresno, or 
even further, into New Mexico, are very 


great; but, in order that we may reap’ 


the full benefit of these advantages, 
there must be energy and push onthe 
part of our merchants. They must be 
up and dcing.. The days have gone by 
when merchants can sit down and have 
trade come to then, This is an age of 
hard competition. Trade has been and 
will be diverted out of its natural chan- 
nels by special effort on the part of 
fwide-awake business communities. The 
merchants of San Francisco have learned 
this lesson to their sorrow. As we have 
previously stated, we should profit by 
their example and avoid falling into the 
Same mistake. We have the great acd 
vantage of two competing. railroads, 
With the prospect of another within a 
short time; we have the advantage of 
being on the most direct and shortest 
route between the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and at the foot of low mountain passes 
Which are never obstructed by snow. 
These are great advantages, but they 
will not avail us much if our business 
men fail to rise to the level of the glori- 
ous opportunity which Los Angeles has 
defore her. It is true that this city is 
the natural trade center of this south- 
western country, and has progressed so 
far in importance that there is little 
Prospect of any serious competition on 
the part of any other place in Southern 
California. Yet, even from.this point of 
view, it is not already safe to sit down 
and take things for granted. San Di- 
ego has had, and still has, great ambi- 
tions. It has a very fine natural har- 
bor, capable of accommodating a vast 
amount of deep-water business. In an 
air line it is somewhat nearer from San 
Diego to the Gulf of Mexico than from 
Los Angeles, and there is every probabil- 
ity that, before long, a direct line of _rail- 


road will be constructed from San Diego [ 


to Yuma. It is well, once in a while, to 
recognize such facts as these, so as not 
to become over-confident in the impreg- 
nability of our natural,position. 

Then, again, there is a large amount 
of trade which now goes from Arizona 
and New Mexico to Pueblo, Kansas 
City and Denver, which might easily 
be diverted to Los Angeles by a little 
effort on the part of our merchants. 
Hven with El Paso, as a resident of 
that city was recently remarking, Los 
Angeles might do a considerable trade 
which goes to the cites above named. 


The course of trade is like a stream. 
which starts out from its source over 


e level tract of country. It is an easy 
thing at the beginning to divert that 
stream in one direction or another, 
but let the stream run for several 
years and cut its channel through the 

plain, then the task of diverting it be 
comes an exceedingly difficult and in 
some cases impossible one. 

Finally, while upon this subject of 
increasing our commerce, we again call 
the attention of our business men to 
the large quantities of goods which are 
imported into Los Angeles and which 
might easily be produced here with 
a little combined effort on our part in 
‘the way of encouraging manufacturing 
industries. This is a subject which 
has been permitted to drop out of 
view too much. during the past few 
years. Just before the real estate 
oom set in there was a manufactur- 
association in Los Angeles which 

some good work, but after the real 
estate excitement broke out it was 


These two counties are ex- 


lost in the shuffle and has not since 
been heard of. The present would be 
a good time to revive the .association 
‘and in connection therewith it would 
be a good idea to establish something 
in the nature of a home production 
club, the members) of which should 
pledge themselves to give the prefer- 
ence, wherever possible, to home pro- 
ducts. Such a movement would have 
greatly-stimulating effect on the 
manufacturing industry in this city 
and would go a long way in stimulat- 
ing its growth. No city can expect to 
attain greatness as long as it con- 
tinues to import a large »roportion of 
the articles which it consumes from @ 
distance. While it is true that Los 
Angeles has improved considerably in 
this respect during the past few years 
there is yet a great amount of work 
to be done before we can justly claim 
to be a self-sustaining community. 

These remarks are commended to 
the attention of the business men of 
Los Angeles who have shown such en- 
terprise and spirit in getting up the 
fiesta which promises to be a grand 
success. Let the fiesta be made to 
mark the inauguration of a new era 
in the commercial history of Los An- 
geles.

practicable, for the reason that if the 
gas were of sufficient strength to de- 
injured the foliage and fruit. 

“We have discovered that when the 
light is excluded the action of the 
gas is more effective in destroying in- 
sect life, and at the same time becomes 
harmless to plant life, unless used ex- 


“ ‘Our process differs from the ordinary 
process of fumigating with hydro- 
cyanic-acid gas only in that we exclude 
the light. This may be done by means 
of the oiled tent or covering ordinarily | 
used for such fumigation, provided the 
fumigation is done at night. If the 
work is done in the day-time the cov- 
ering must be so colored: as to exclude 
the actinic rays of light, but we do not 
believe it possible to produce satisfac- 
tory results with any colored tent in

The Straight Ticket Elected by a Big Ma- 
jority—City Council in Session— 
New Electric Road— 
Brevities. 


* PASADENA, ‘April 9.—(Special Corre. 
spondence.) The Republicans swept the 
field at the city election on Monday. For 
the first time in local history a straight 
Republican ticket was placed in nomina- 
tion, and every man on ‘it was elected 
by a big majority. The polls in the six 
precincts closed at 5 o’clock, dufing which 
time a total of 1067 votes were cast. 


Some of the candidates did some lively 


electioneering during the day, but the 
voting was unattended by any’ special ex- 
citement. A dozen or more public con- 
- veyances, bearing banners advocating the 
candidacy of this and that. candidate, 
were at the disposal of the voters, many 
of whom were driven to the polls. While 
it was generally believed that the Re- 


, publican ticket had a walkover, the ma- 


jorities which the respective nominees 
thereon piled up were unexpectedly large, 
Pete Steil, who ran on an‘ independent 
ticket for City Trustee, polle 
smaller vote than his friends anticipated, 
and James Clarke, who was a candidate 
for re-election on the Board of Trustees, 
received less votes than had been counted 
upon. Mr. Clarke’s only fault in the eyes 
of the voters seems to be that he is a 
Democrat. The nominees on the Populist 
ticket did not figure conspicuously in the 
fight. The Republicans simply set out to 
elect a representative body of men on 
party principles, and they did it in a 
manner so emphatic that it will not soon 
be forgotten.

second—That upon the failure at any 
time within the life of said franchise to 
operate the said street railroad with elec- 
tric power, .over any portion of said 

‘route, that the whole franchise shall be 
forfeited and become void. ‘ 

Third—That between Kansas street and 
“Union street on Fair Oaks avenue, it 
shall construct and operate but a single 
track, and never a double track. 

Fourth—That the work of transforming. 
said railroad into a line to be operat 
by electricity, shall commence in good 
faith within ten days from this date, and 
Shall be continued with all reasonable dili- 
gence until the whole of said line is com- 
pleted, but. under no circumstances shall 
the whole of said route be completed and 
in operation with electric power later 
than. January 1, 189%. Further, it shall, 
within sixty days from this date, relay 
its tracks on Fair Oaks avenue, between 
Vineyard street and Wallis street, and 
raise the grade thereof in conformity with 
the present grading work being done by 
Thomas Banbury, the contractor. The 
same to comply with the specifications 
and plans therefor heretofore.adopted by 
this board.
